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MISSIONARY TO AFRICA, 'DR. 


LOUIS F. JAGGARD, TELLS OF 


MISSIONS IN BELGIAN CONGO 


Dr. Louis F. Jaggard. personal friend and former classmate of 


the Rev. A. I. Martin, pastor of the First Christian church, was the 
guest speaker at the Christian church morning service .yesterday, 
and at a scramble dinner held in the church parlors following the 
service. 
Members of the congregation gathered for a social time 


and to enjoy further comments by Dr. .laggard regarding his work 
in the. mission field in Africa. An open forum was conducted after 
his talk. 


Dr. JaggarU retired from nib work as ^ missionary doctor in the 


Belgian Congo in. 19-14 after spending 36 years in that field-as a 
representative 
of 
Disciples 
of 


Christ through the United Chris- 
tian Missionary society. He assist- 
ed in opening the Longa Station 
in the Belgian Congo and was 
named a member of the Ordne 
Royal du Lion by King Albert of 
Belgium.-a high honor for a mis- 
sionary doctor to attain. 


Dr. Jaggard related many inter- 


esting experiences during his serv- 
ice in Africa, besides giving a 
complete story \and description of 
that particular section of Africa 
and its inhabitants. He comment- 
ed that fine progress has been 
made in the education of the na- 
tives, both morally and spiritually, 
despite the adversity which faced 
the missionaries in earlier years 
when the work was comparatively 
new. 


A thorough explanation of the 


language, which is a spoken lan- 
guage, not written, was given. 
Also their customs, living condi- 
tions and primitive pagan worship 
were revised. 
He mentioned the 


various -types of fruit and vege- 
tation tlourishing in the Belgian 
Congo, and the money exchange. 
Dr. Jaggard stated that the na- 
tives are not ignorant in our sense 
of the word, but that they are 
extremely "nature-wise" and intel- 
ligent, as they have in mam1, many 
instances 
come to 
accept 
the 


changes in their daily 
life 
as 


shown them by the missionaries. 
They are being educated in the 
prevention for the spreading of 
disease by being; taught sanitation.

In ad- 
dition each town has had its quota 
of wounded.

Most of thc big shot Nazis had 


departed when thc Americans ar- 
rived in Hamclin, which is< pretty 
well batteied by American artil- 
lery fire. 
The residents said the 


Germans held a vote before the 
Americans attacked and a major- 
ity of the civilians wanted to give 
up. but a few diehards kept on 
fighting. . 


In .the last three days thc civil- 


ians had looted almost everything 
they could get their hands on. 


When the Americans showed up

said prisoners were taken out of 
almost every house as thc civilians 
rushed about pointing out where 
German soldiers had taken hiding.

Announcing his retirement in pro- 
test against "neglect of cultural 
values in education," Dr. Ernest 
K. Bernbaum,'professor of English 
at the University of Illinois for 29 
years 'and author of several text- 
books, today took the position that 
"material interests" had been too 
largely favored at the school. 


"U'c have elaborate investiga- 


tions and committees, and large, 
vague' talk." he said in a state- 
ment yesterday, "but what gets 
attended to in the end is always 
thc grower things—buildings, po- 
litical profits, personal power, and 
prestige. 


"Lots of money is obtained for 


an airfield and for a sports build- 
ing 
for thc 
encouragement • of 


adolescent hysteria, but the big 
executives fall short when it comes 
to raising to a decent level thc 
salaries of pure science and the 
humanities." 


Dr. Bernbaum said salaries of 


full professors were not uniform 
but range fiom S-1.500 to SS.OOO a 
year.
